TAKING THE DROPS. 

EGIN in the morning immediately after breakfafl, by taking two drops in the quantity of a fmall wine-glafs 
of any liquor, viz. t^a, water, wine-and-water, &c.-*— four drops, in like manner, after dinner fix diredlly after 
fupper, or at bed-time -eight the next morning after breakfaO:, thus gradually increafmg two drops each time oif 
taking, to thirty ; continue that number three times a day 'till the cure is effeded, without intermiffion, obferving
